Acuna’s companion, whose name 
was not learned, was badly cut and 
bruised, and is thought to have been 
injured internally. He was removed 
to the Riverside County Hospital, 
after Dr. S. A. Craig had adminis- 
tered first aid. Acuna escaped serious 
injury.

visions in the new Motor Vehicle Act 
of 1923. 

The Act becomes effective Aug. 31 
and has caused much comment 
throughout the state, many of the 
district attorneys claiming that the 
law was unconstitutional. In short 
it provides for the Board of Super- 
visors of each county to submit a 
list of names to the Motor Vehicle 
Department, from which one is to be 
chosen as chief. These men are then 
to work under the orders of their 
chief, in the county which employs 
them, and to be paid out of a por- 
tion of the receipts of the Motor 
Vehicle Fund, apportioned to their 
respective counties. 

District Attorney George R. Love- 
joy, of Fresno, opposed the passing 
of this law with much vehemence, 
and a great deal of publicity was 
given his statements. 

However, A. G. Kendall, Chairman 
of the local Board of Supervisors, an- 


cepted the law at its face value, as 
a means of suppressing traffic viola- 
tions, and the following list of men 
has been submitted and accepted:
